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Editorial 


BUILT ON A STRONG FOUNDATION 


Adapted from the sermon of The Rev. 
Ron Tovmassian, Pastor of the Armenian 
Memorial Church of Watertown, MA 
delivered at the AMAA 69th Avatial 
Meeting Worship Service on October 23, 
1988, at the Armenian Presbyterian 
Church in Paramus, Nd. 


I must admit that at first I wondered 
why I should be the speaker for the 69th 
Annual Meeting Worship Service of the 
Armenian Missionary Association of 
America (AMAA). There are many other 
Armenian Evangelical pastors present to- 
day who have far greater experience with 
Our community in general, and with the 
AMAA in specific. Then, something oc- 
curred to me that made everything seem 
very appropriate. I realized that I am the 
only pastor who is the son of a former 
Executive Secretary of the AMAA. 

For me, the AMAA was my father, and 
my father was the AMAA. Therefore, my 
image of the AMAA is unique. 

My father was a jovial, happy man, 
and it seemed to me that he was travel- 
ing all over the world spreading hap- 
piness and joy to people everywhere. He 
was away from home a lot, but we never 
resented it. 1 often wondered how we 

managed to avoid that kind of resent- 
ment. | finally realized that it was because 
he included us in his work. He told us all 
about what he was doing, and in some 
way we felt a part of the ministry we could 
see him carrying out among our people. 


We were too proud to be resentful. 

There was one thing, however, that we 
did resent. Whenever we were bad, my 
father would pull out his pictures of an 
orphanage and show us pictures of the 
poor children being housed there. He 
would remind us of how lucky we were, 
and would threaten to send us there if we 
continued to misbehave. 

In the days when my father was with 
the AMAA, things were very different. 
They had a tiny office in New York where 
they worked on an amazingly small 
budget by today’s standards. There was 
one secretary, and I don't know if she was 
full-time or part-time. I remember Satenig 
very well, because she became a part of 
the family. Our livingroom was the main 
center of work for the Association. We 
were the staff. We did much of the folding 
and stuffing and addressing and mailing. 
We were very much a part of the work 
which was going on. i 

For me, that was a time of heroes. My 
father was one of theose heroes and 
maybe that is why. | am up here on the 
pulpit today. Yet, he was not alone. There 
were many heroes in that time. Men and 
women who weren't afraid to roll their 
sleeves up and get their hands dirty to get 
the job done. Men and women who 
traveled, scrapped and scraped until they 
couldn't give anymore. Men and women 
of great faith who did it all in the service 
of Jesus Christ, in order to shine the light 
of His love on our Armenian people. 

It was a time of miraculous provision. 
In our great time of need, when we were 
new in this country and needed to 
establish ourselves, God raised up leaders 
for us. He gave us heroes who would lay 
the foundation for future generations. 
They have prepared the ground, and 
over the past twenty years or so, we have 
had the privilege of building even further. 
Today we have been successful, as a peo- 
ple, and as a community, and the AMAA 
stands strong as a testimony to what we 

have achieved. 

In Ephisians 2:19-22, the Apostle Paul 
gives a very powerful analogy of the 
church. He speaks to the gent x

fellowship of believers. He describes the 
church as a temple, being built up as 4 
dewlling place for God. Christ is the cor 
nerstone. The Apostles and Prophets até 
the foundation. God’s people dow? 
through the ages are growing into this 
Holy Temple for the Almighty. 

Ever since Christ camt to earth, this 
temple has been under construction: 
Each generation has provided the 
building material for another level of the 
building. Each of us is like a brick, @ 
building block that is a piece of the tem 
ple. As we are placed in the structure 0” 
top of some other building block of 
generations past, we are held up by them. 
In the same way, other building blocks 
will be placed on top of us, and we must 
hold them up and provide them with 
support. 

The more I consider this profound con 
cept, the more | realise what a grav@ 
responsibility we have. 

If Christ's Church is the Holy Temple 
of God, then we are the Armenian Evan- 
gelical Wing of that temple. Each building 
block in our wing has been placed with 
great effort and through great struggle, 
with the blood of martyrs, with the sweat 
of many brows, and with the giving of 
those who had little but were willing to 
give all they had. It has been a difficult, 
hard fought process, but with the help of 
God we have not only survived, we have 
prospered and grown. The Armenian 
Evangelical Wing of the Temple of God 
is well underway. 

It is easy to identify that building up of 
our community in terms of organizations 
like the AMAA and the AEUNA. Yet, the 
Armenian Evangelical Wing is not made 
up of organizations. It is made up of peo- 
ple. You and | are the building blocks. It 
is upon us that the future will be built. 

As a young minister within the Union, 
I feel that we are standing at a crossroad 
today. We are at a point where we will 
go one way or the other. Either we will 
rest on our own laurels, and begin to ad- 
mire the accomplishments of our own 
hands, or we will continue to build the

GEORGE PHILIBOSIAN 


A Biographical Sketch 


The life and career of George Philibosian of 
Engl@Wood, NJ, clearly epitomizes the result of diligence 
and hard work facing challenges and seizing oppor- 
tunities to realize the American dream of success. Equal- 
ly important is George's dedication to his fellow man 
through service to family, church and community, ever 
owing of himself and his resources in supporting wor- 
thwhile causes to improve the lives of others. 

George Philibosian was born in Konya, Turkey, on 
November 15, 1915. The Philibosian family miraculous- 
ly survived the massacre of Armenians in Turkey and 
in 1921 emigrated to Romania. There George com- 
pleted his high school and college education. 

The end of World War II found George Philibosian 
an officer in the Romanian cavalry. Following 
demobilization and the loss of his first wife, he decided 
to emigrate to America. In 1948, accompanied by his 
3-year-old son, Emil, George Philibosian came to the 
United States. After experiencing some hard times and 
several business reverses, he settled in New York and 
selected real estate as a field that held great promise for 
growth and success. 

In 1951 George Philibosian married Alice Babikian. 
Today, they are the proud parents of four sons and a 
daughter: sons Emil and Alan, both attorneys; sons 
Charles and Stephen, who are active in the family real 
estate and construction business; and daughter Anita, 
a dental hygienist. Alan is married to the former Don- 
na Dabagian, Charles to the former Dawn Tramonte and 
Anita to Dr. Robert Bogossian. Alice has been and con- 
tinues to be a dynamic and helpful spouse and a source 
to strength to her family. 

The Philibosians are active supporters of many com- 
munity and service organizations, such as the Armenian 
General Benevolent Union, the Armenian Day School 


of NJ, the Knights and Daughters of Vartan, the Arme- 
nian National Sanatorium of Lebanon, the Armenian 
Assembly and many others. George Philibosian is cur- 
rently a Trustee of the Englewood Hospital in 
Englewood, NJ, a member of the Fort Lee Mayoral 
Financial Advisory Committee and President of the 
Englewood Rotary Club. His numerous activities and 
interests are listed in such directories as “Who's Who in 
Religion” and “Who's Who in Finance and Industry.” 

George Philibosian joined the Armenian Presbyterian 
Church of Paramus, Nd, in 1951. Over the years he has 
served his church as Chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
Life Elder, Chairman of the Building Committee and 
member of many other committees. In addition, he has 
served the Armenian Evangelical Movement as Modera- 
tor of the Armenian Evangelical Union of North America 
(the only layman ever to hold that position) and as a 
member of the Armenian Evangelical Council. He has 
been an eloquent advocate of unity among Armenians. 
“More cooperation, centralization and less animosity are 
necessary if Armenians are to reap rewards in the future, 
he says. 

George Philibosian has always had a very special 
place in his heart and life for the Armenian Missionary 
Association of America (AMAA), which he twice served 
as President (1971-74 and 1980-82). He has also serv- 
ed the Association as Treasurer, Chairman of the 
Budget-Finance Committee and Chairman of the 
Managers of Endowment Fund Committee, which is 
responsible for managing all AMAA investments. He has 
held chairmanships and memberships on many impor- 
tant committees of the AMAA over the years and has 
served numerous terms on the Board of Directors and 
the Executive Committee of the Association.

Why is it that in our whole Armenian 
Evangelical Union of the United States 
and Canada we do not have a single can- 
didate for the ministry in seminary right 
now? 

Why is it that the young people who 
have decided to go into the ministry over 
the past few years have faced ridicule and 
anger from parents and friends because 
of their decisions? As a result, most of 
these young people are not in the 
ministry today. 

Why is it that my own mother, when 
she told her friends about my decision to 
enter seminary, had to suffer such 


remarks as, “What a shame!” “He had so 
much poiential!” “He was a smart boy!” 
“He could have been anything he 
wanted,” 

Why is it that if a senior in High School 
or a freshman in College indicates a 
desire to enter ministry, we say it is too 
early for them to decide? Yet, if that same 
person indicates an interest in becoming 
a doctor, or a lawyer, or an engineer, we 
enroll them right away in some program 
before they change their minds. 

Going into Christian Service should be 
the highest calling for our young people 
if we are truly the people of God. 

We must use our churches and our 
organizations as tools, to build and shape 
our young men and women into a Holy 
Temple of God, a Dwelling Place of the 


Most High. 
These goals will not be reached 


through the AMAA offices or the 
AEUNA Board of Directors or the Chu 
ches alone. These goals will be pursu@ 
in our homes; too. We must come out ° 
the closets where we keep our personaliz: 
ed and privatized and sterilized faith, an 
begin to have family devotions in which 
we give leadership and directions to ou? 
children, for they are the future building 
blocks of the Armenian Wing of the Ten™ 
ple of God. They lie sleeping right now 
in our cradles and in our nurseries. TheY 
are playing and laughing in our Sunday 
Schools and our Youth Groups. 

I only pray that one day they will look 
back on us, on our faith and our strength 
of character, with the same respect an 
gratitude that we have as we look back 
upon the heroes of the generation before 
us.

AMAA PURCHASES CHURCH IN HOLLYWOOD 


In pursuance of a momentous resolu- 
tion of its Board of Directors, the AMAA 
recently purchased a church building in 
Hollywood, CA, valued at $500,000. 
The building, which previously served as 
a Baptist church, will be used as the per- 
manent quarters of the Armenian 
Evangelical Church of Hollywood, a ma- 
jor AMAA-funded mission project in the 
United States. 

The Armenian Evangelical Church of 
Hollywood, CA, began as a Christian 
ouireach ministry in 1981, sponsored and 
supported by the AMAA, the Armenian 
Evangelical Union of North America 
(AEUNA) and the Evangelical churches 
of Southern California. During the first 
year of its ministry, the outreach was led 
by Rev. Apraham Jizmejian of Toronto, 
Canada. In 1982, however, the outreach 
was formally organized into a church with 
The Rev. Apraham Chaparian as its 
pastor. Thar:ks to the financial support of 
the AMAA and the encouragement of 
the AEUNA and sister churches in the 
Los Angeles area, the Armenian 
Evangelical Church of Hollywood con- 
tinued to grow and expanded its activities 


among the burgeoning Armenian ~ 


population of Hollywood, composed 
mostly of immigrants and refugees from 
Soviet Armenia and the Middle East. 
The Armenian Evangelical Church of 
Hollywood has been renting space in 
other churches for its worship services 
and auxiliary activities. However, thanks 
to the AMAAs recent acquisition of this |

Franklin Street in an attractive, tree-lined 
residential section of Hollywood.

Its basement is 
suitable for meetings and recreational ac- 
tivities. The property also has a separate 
building that may serve as a youth center 
or for other activities, and there is ample 
parking space on the neighboring streets. 

In commenting about the acquisition 
of the new church building, Rev. 
Chaparian, the pastor of the Armenian 
Evangelical Church of Hollywood, said, 
“We have been praying for many years 


for a permanent home for our church 


and God finally answered our patient a” 
ardent prayers through this generous 
provision by the Armenian Missionary 
Association of America.

HAIGAZIAN COLLEGE UPDATE 


The Armenian Missionary Association 
of America (AMAA) has been and con- 
tinues to be a strong supporter, financially 
and spiritually, of Haigazian College in 
Beirut, Lebanon. This institution was 
established in 1955 to serve the higher 
educational needs of the Armenian com- 
munities in the Middle East. Despite the 
prolonged turmoil and uncertainty in 
Lebanon, Haigazian College has manag- 
ed, in the face of 13 years of overwhelm- 
ing difficulties, not only to survive, but to 


continue its vital service to the Armenian 
community. 

This year the annual joint meeting ol 
Haigazian Colleges Board of Managers— 
based in Beirut—and its Board of Trustees 
—based in Los Angeles—took place on 
August 20, 1988, at the Burbank Hilton 
Hotel. The Trustees were represented by 
Chairman Dr. Rendel Levonian and 14 
members, and the number of Managers 
present was Six. 

The AMAA was represented by the 


Executive Director, Rev. M.B. Janbazian: 
Vice President, Mr. H. Hrant Agbabian: 
and Board Members, Mr. Nazar Daghlia" 
and Dr. H. Philip Hovnanian. Also pre- 
sent was the Administrative Dean of the 
College, Wilma Cholakian, who 
presented a status report outlining the 
current situation at Haigazian College. 
The following excerpts, slightly abridged, 
are taken from her report: 

“The 1987-88 academic year ended on 
a cheerful note. For the first time in four

years, 4’Commencement Exercise was 
held. The ceremony took place in the 
auditorium of the Christian Medical 
Center campus, where 25 graduating 
Students received their degrees in the 
Presence of a packed audience. 

Earlier this year the College made the 
difficult decision to close its West Beirut 
branch for the 1988-89 academic year. 
This action was necessitated by the fact 
that since the fighting in Beirut began in 
1975, Armenians steadily moved out of 
ie area and enrollment at the West 
Beirut campus steadily declined. In 1985, 
When Haigazian East opened, total 
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enrollment has increased to 334 students 
(including 224 Armenians). 

The move to East Beirut was not 
without cost. The Christian Medical 
Center (CMC) building, the principal 
structure of the East Beirut campus, re- 
quired extensive remodeling. Other ma- 
jor costs included renovating another 
building, establishing a Computer Center, 
assembling Biology and Chemistry labo- 
ratories, and acquiring new computers 
and additional books for the library. 

Almost all of Haigazian’s foreign facul- 
ty members have left the country for per- 
sonal safety. In response to this sutuation, 
remaining faculty members have agreed 
to carry heavier teaching joads and part- 
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time instructors have been recruited from 
the faculty of the American University of 
Beirut’s East Beirut branch’ 

The participants in the joint meeting 
discussed these and other matters per- 
taining to Haigazian College’ current pro- 
blems and future status. One result of this 
meeting was a resolution to hold a special 
conference next May to evaluate and 
assess the goals of Haigazian College and 
redefine its mission in the light of present 
circumstances. One principle, however, 
is expected to remain intact: No Arme- 
nian student eligible to enter Haigazian 
College shall be denied an educatfon 
because he or she lacks the necessary 


funds.
